Assistant Treasury Secretary Feels The 


Time Has Come For Thorough Study 
Of Prohibition Question In Its Eco- 
nomic, Social And Other Phases. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.— (By the Associated Press.) 


—Creation of a commission to study the general prohibition 
question in all its aspects was proposed today by Assistant 
Secretary Andrews of the treasury, in charge of dry law 
enforcement. 


With both senate and house preparing to take steps to 


inquire into conditions under prohibition, and with wet and 
dry organizations in bitter controversy over it, Mr. Andrews 
declared he believed the time had come for a thorough study 
of the question in its economic, social and other phases. 


Unwilling to make an estimate 
___ 


of the various effects of the law 
himself the secretary declared that 
if enforcement was to proceed with 
success some action must be taken 
to quiet the public mind. 


First "Official" Move. 
In the six years since the eight- 
eenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion was adopted no move of a sim- 
ilar nature hus been made by an 
authorized administration 
official, 


although congress has been asked 
on numerous occasions by various 
groups to order such a procedure. 


Mr. Andrews emphasized that it 
was his business to enforce law 
7-ather than to judge its benefits or 
rlisad vantages and 
he 
suggested 
that the study he left to a com- 
mission to be appointed by the 
president, which would have raised 
experts and wide inquisitorial pow- 
ers. He thought the investigations 
being proposed in congress would 
he helpful, but believed they would 
result ultimately in the recommend- 
ation for appointment of a general 
commission to be composedof men 
of high standing and which would 
he outside the political field.

LONDON, March 1.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.)—Various members 
of the house today tried unsuccess-

Chamberlain into statements which 
would indicate the British govern- 
ment's position on the question of 
enlarging the League of Nations 
council beyond the admission of 
Germany. 
The premier said he would try to 
make a statement on Wednesday 
or Thursday, while Sir Austen s re- 
ply was: 
.. 
"I do not think that interests of 
peace and international understand- 
ing are served by members of in- 
dividual governments saying what 
they will or will not do. 
"They meet 
in a great world 


council—the council of the League 
of Nations—and I do not see how 
we can ever come to an agree- 
ment if each one of us announces 
our policy beforehand and are un- 
willing to make concessions." 


Germany Opposed. 
LONDON, March 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The British pub- 
lic still is astir over what is to be 
the attitude of Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, the British foreign - secre- 
tary on the question of increasing 
the membership of the council of 
the League of Nations after Ger- 
many is selected a member of the 
league. The interest of Great Brit- 
ain is acute because of the fact 
that Germany is opposed to any 
further new members of the league 
council aside from herself. 
Sir Austen is-continuing to main- 
tain silence as to his purpose when 
the league council meets at Geneva, 
and also as to how far he may- 
have 
cimmitted 
himself 
to 
the 
French view on the admission of 
Poland, Spain and Brazil to per- 
manent seats In the council. The 
opinion prevails that if any under- 
standing has been reached for the 
enlargement of the council, Ger- 
many should have been apprised of 
the fact.

Law Causes Sharp 


Icrease. 


There were S,141 marriages in Ne- 
braska during 1925, compared with 
4,234 the preceding year, as revealed 
by complete figures from the va- 
rious counties compiled in the of- 
fice of Miss Hattie Summers, state 
registrar of vital statistics. 
This increase of almost 100 per 


cent is attributed to repeal of the 
10-day notice clause in-the state 
marriage law by the last legislature. 
The repeal bill did not go into legal 
effect till Juy 2. although 
many 
county judges began exercising their 
discretionary power under the old 
statute, by waiving the 10 days no- 
tice after the act was passed and 
signed in March. Had it been in 
force the whole year, the gain would 
doubtless have been 
considerably 


more. 
While the 10-day rule prevailed, 


it drove many couples from Ne- 
braska to neighboring states to be 
married. 
The number 
of 
divorce 
suits 


which were on court dockets in Ne- 
braska in 1925, including new ac- 
tions and those which had previous- 
ly been brought 
but not decided, 


was 3.35T. How many divorces wore 
granted is not yet known. In 1924, 
there were 1,891 decrees of divorce 
allowed. It is thought the 1925 fig- 
ures will be about the same.'

A rehearing before the Nebraska 
supreme court has bee nasked by 
the Standard Oil Co. and Claude E. 
Shamp in the suit recently decided 
by that tribunal, denying them an 
injunction to restrain the city of 
Lincoln from operating its filling 
station and selling gasoline and oil 
to the general 
public. Attorneys 


W. H. Herdman of Omaha, and E. J. 
Halmer L. A. Flansburg, and George 
\ Lee of Lincoln signed the appli- 
cation and brief filed for that pur- 
pose. 
Grounds cited in support of the 


request for rehearing are: 
1. That the expenditure of public 


money to equip, maintain and con- 
duct the municipal filling station is 
unconstitutional, because it Is for a 
private purpose. 


2. That the supreme court erred 


in holding that the voters of Lin- 
coln could amend the city charter 
so as to confer upon the municipal 
authorities power to engage hi that 
line of business. 
3. That the law applicable to the 
case was misconceived and misap- 
plied. 
It is contended in the brief that if 
'the city can legally engage in sell- 
ing gasoline and oils, it can also 
go into business as a vendor of food 
and clothing, and can even build and 
sell houses for the people to live in.

WASHINGTON. March ].— (By 
the Associated Press.)— Although 
moving along In more or less leis- 
urely fashion, congress gradually is 
cleaning its sla.te and should be able 
to rec«s» within two months at the 
latest. 
Foreign debt settlements and the 
annual appropriation bills are the 
principal items left on the calendar 
outside of farm relief and railroad 
legislation. 
The senate has three 


election contests to settle, but once 
these reach the floor they are not 
expected to consume a great deal of 
time. 
The house is expected to pass the 
Watson-Parker railroad labor bill 
today and it will be considered in 
the senate in the near future. House 
leaders also have two additional ap- 
propriation bills down for final ac- 
tion this week—those for the inde- 
pendent offices and for the state, 
justic commerce and labor depart- 
ments. 


Shoal* Another Problem. 
Muscle Shoals probably will oc- 


cupy much of the time of the senate 
during the week, as leaders are de- 
termined to have action on 
the 
house resolution creating a con- 
gressional commission to lease the 
great ndtrate and power plant on 
the Tennessee river. 
Chairman Smoot of the finance 


committee, plans to ask early action 
on the Italian debt settlement, the 
only one of the six pending debt 
settlements on which there is a ae- 
rlou* contest. AH of these settle- 
ments already have been approved 
by the house. 
Hearings on farm relief legisla- 
tion will be resumed this week by 
the house agriculture Committee. 
The most prominent measure to be 
taken up is the Dickinson bill de- 
signed to take care of the export 
surplus of the principal farm prod- 
ucts. 
The house already has passed the 


administration co-operative market- 
ing measure, but the senate agri- 
culture committee still is to hold 
hearings on this and several score 
other measures designed to aid the 
agricultural industry.

Baldwin Will Try To Relieve 


Situation; Austen Says 


"Misinterpreted."

LO:-."£JON, March 1.—(B.y the As- 
sociated 
Press.)—Seldom has a 
British foreign minister found him- 
self in- such a difficult and em- 
barrassing position on an Import- 
ant point of foreign policy as Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, on the eve of 
the League of Nations meeting at 
Geneva for the admission of Ger- 
many to the league. The entire 
press, without distinction of party, 
joins in reproving his attitude on 
the question of the enlargement by 
the league council. 
While Sir, Austen maintained si- 
lence, he was given the benefit of 
the doubt on how far he might have 
committed himself to the 
French 
view on the admission of Poland. 
Spain and Brazil, but now the flgod 
gates are loosened ahd friend and 
foe alike are loud In declaring that 
Great Britain cannot favor a policy 
where is not only a negation of 
the Locarno agreement, but bad 
faith toward Germany. 
When the British foreign secre- 
tary, with Lord Cecil, starts for 
Geneva next Friday he can have 
no illusions regarding the opinion 
of his countrymen on the course he 
ought to pursue there. Only one op- 
inion prevails and that is that If 
at Locarno or since any under- 
standing "was reached for the en- 
largement of the 
league council 
concurrently with Germany's ad- 
mission, Germany should have been 
appraised of It. 


Should • Have Advised Berlin. 
The London Sunday papers char- 
acterize the present week as the 
most, grave and anxious time for 
the cabinet since the government 
took office. The dissatlsfactoin with 
Chamberlain's attitude as reflected 
in his recent speech reached a point 
where for a time it was believed 
only his resignation was possible. 
Apparently Sir Austen himself now 
realizes the seriousness of his po- 
sition and has allowed it to become 
known that he considers his speech 
has been misinterpreted. 
It is understood that 
Premier 
Baldwin will try to relieve the ten- 
sion by a statement to parliament 
today, thus allaying the rumors of 
a cabinet crisis or resignation. 
It 


is doubtful, however, if 
he will 


definitely indicate the British pol- 
icy. 
It has become known that 
the cabinet discussed tlie question 
for seven hours last Kriday amd 
that still another cabinet council 
will be held, probably Wednesday, 
before final instructions are given 
to the British delegation. 
The Sunday Observer remarks: 
"Premier Baldwin has to avoid an 
irreparable blow to the moral credit 
of the cabinet."

TERRORISM IN CHICAGO. 


If conditions In Chicago are as bad as set forth in 


the petition which the "better government association" 
of that city has sent to Washington asking- for federal 
assistance in checking crime, they are very bad Indeed. 


The definite charge is made i that "for the last 


four years there has been growing: in"this community 
a reign of lawlessness and terror, openly defying not 
only the constitution and laws of Illinois, but the c.on- 
stitution and laws of the United States as well." 


Blame f>r this condition is attributed by the state- 


ment largely to the fact that there exsists In Chicago 
"a colony of unnatural'.zed persons, hostile to our con- 
stitutions and laws, who have formed a supergovern- 
ment of their own—feudlsts. blackhanders, members 
of the Mafia—who levy tribute upon citizens and en- 
force collections by, terrorizing:, kidnaping, and as- 


sassmation." 


This is a most deplorable state of affairs and one 


SUMMARY JUSTICE. 


American Justice was splendidly vindicated in the 


trial and sentence of James (One-oyed) Lynch, New 
York gangster and gunman, who was held for the 
murder of Frank Brannon, a clerk In the office of the 
American 
Express company at 
Hackensack, 
New 


Jersey. 


The crime was committed January 21, or a little 


more than five weeks ago. Lynch's apprehension and 
arrest followed immediately after the murder. 
His 


trial began last Wednesday. The empaneling of a jury, 
the taking of testimony, and the arguments to tho 
jury required little more than a day's time. The jury 
arrived at a verdict after having been out less than 
one hour. Two hours after its findings had been made 
known, Lynch was brought into court, sentenced to 
die during the week of April 4, and within, another 
hour was on his way, under heavy guard, to the death 
house at the Trenton penitentiary. There are few in- 
stances on record in the annals of American criminal 
history where justice has been dealt BO summarily as 
in Lynch's case. 
* 


Four confederates of Lynch were also arraigned 


immediately following his trial, two were cleared of 
charges of complicity In the murder and were permit- 
ted to plead guilty to robbery. One other was likewise 
sent to prison. 


The celerity with which justice was done In this 


case >• encouraging-. And then the questidn arises— 
If it can be done in the New Jersey courts, why can't 
cases be handled with similar dispatch In other courts 
In other states of the union. Delay is the crowning 
sin of the law at this time. The failure to mete out 
speedy justice has contributed more to the ill repute 
into which law has fallen than any other cause. Every 
man who ha-d a part In handling that New Jersey 
case is to be congratulated—the police officers who 
made the arrest, the prosecutor who prepared and 
presented the case, and the trial Judge who heard It. 
A few more examples of this kind and there will be 
less law violation in America. It may be taken as an 
Indication that where there is a purpose and a deter- 
mination on the part of prosecutors and judges 
to 


accelerate the wheels of justice, even our unwieldy, 
cumbersome legal system cannot prevent it

AN EARLY ADJOURNMENT. 


Mr Coolldge lets It be known through the un- 


known White House friend that he is ready to be 
done with congress. The president hopes the law- 
making branch of the government will very shortly 
conclude its business and adjourn. 


Most of the country will hail Mr. Coolldge's un- 


official statement with joy. 


Congress has accomplished the two principal pur- 


poses for which It convened. When It ratified the pro- 
posal of American membership In the world court and 
sdopted the Mellon program of tax legislation it placed 
its approval upon the two subjects which we're closest 
to the president's heart. Mr. Coolidge Indicated at the 
start he had no more ambitious program before con- 
gress than these matters — once they were ac- 
complished the principal work would be finished. 


It is doubtful if .congress will heed his suggestion. 


The 
approaching 
congressional elections, for one 


thing. Intervene to prevent an early 
adjournment. 


Some of these western senators and congressmen have 
the Idea that It Is necessary to "do something" for 
agriculture, although the farmers have been doing 
pretty well for'themselves and want no governmental 
interference in their affairs. The second factor -which 
seemingly precludes an early end to this session of 
congress is the bitter resentment whlcn is growing 


• against certain of the 
governmental 
departments 


under executive direction. Most of It at this time is 
directed against the department of justice. Congress Is 
very much dissatisfied with the manner which the 
department has handled the Aluminum trust inquiry. 
There Is talk of hiring special counsel to make 
a 


further investigation. Then Mr. Mellon's direction of 
treasury affair* is also the cause of Irritation. A for- 
midable group In the senate Is determined to force 
the Inquiry with reference to rebates of Income tax 
payments. 


But probably the one most potent factor which 


may Inspire congress to Ignore the wishes of the presi- 
dent Is the manner in which the White House has 
been making hla vlewi known. Mr. Coolldge has re- 
fused to have an contact with congress. He has been 
using a shadowy figure of a "White House friend" in 
order to express himself. Congress takes the vijw that 
UM president should be willing to stand back of any- 


JUSTICE FORD OVERRULED. 


York's appellate court has overruled the am- 


azing decision announced last spring by Justice ?'"Y<rrl 
in the famous Symington divorce suit. 


It refuses to accept the plea made by Max D. Bteur 


that the present day code regulating the conduct of 
women is more liberal than that of the past. In effect 
the appellate court says that Justice Ford erred in 
falling to permit the jury to pasa upon "the questions 
of fact which were raised. The presiding judge at the 
trial hearing had taken the case from tho jury and 
had entered an order for a directed verdict for the 
defendant wife. 


Of course, no jurisdiction, unless it was the New 


York court, would have accepted the plea which Steur 
made. First of all to reject it would have been the 
women themselves. There is not a single indication 
that the great mass of women in this country havo 
changed their views In the slightest on matters pro- 
foundly affecting- moral questions. They wear short 
skirts, they bob their hair and adopt many other in- 
novations but they do so because they find it more 
healthful and more enjoyable. When it comes to en- 
tertaining- other men in their homes in all hours of the 
day. In drinking and smoking and some of the other 
customs attributed to a certain small section of so- 
ciety, the American wife and mother stops short. She 
does not believe in it, never has and never will. She 
expects faithfulness and devotion In her husband and 
in return believes that it is her duty to so obserye the 
conventions. 


Justice Ford's attempt to give legal status to the 


social views of a small set richly deserved the rebuke 
which the appellate court of Xew York gave It. If the 
American home was to be subjected to the danger- 
ous currents which that opinion apparently sanc- 
tioned, It would'have been a death blow to this coun- 
try's most precious Institution. 


HONORING ITS SONS. 


A Missourian takes the citizens of that state to 


task for failure to pay homage to the memory of its 
distinguished sons, who have passed from the stage. 
The body of General Sherman rests in ljs grave, ob- 
scure and unnoticed he declares. Although General 
Grant was raised and spent most of his life in Mis- I 
souri, the state waited for New York to enter its 
claim. Champ Clark, the Idol of Missouri for many 
years, was allowed to rest in an unmarked grave for 
some time. And so on down the list. State pride has 
been slowly dying- these many years. Even in the mat- 
ter of its sons and*daughters, we know longer-think 
in terms of the state. It's the nation, now, the federal 
government having usurped the place formerly held 
by the state. Missouri is not different than any other 
state in that respect. Unless the nation perfoms the 
task which formerly was the privilege of the state, 
the condition against which the Missourian enters 
protest may become more pronounced.

the cause in most cases of true bronchitis. Dust and gas inhalation, 
specific infections (as In whooping cough, dlphterla. scarlet fever and 
measles), ne.-vous disturbances, disturbances of'the heart* and many 
other things will cause the mucous membranee to become Inflamed. 


Improper diet for auy length of time »o lowers the resistance of 


:he mucous memi>rance that the germs which are normally found In 
:he trachea and bronchial tubes .may multiply and so cause Increased 
nflammatlon.

Symptoms: The cough is the most common symptom. It Is present 


in some degree In all cases. There Is a feeling: of tightness and some- 
Imes pain in the chest. Usually the cough Is dry at first, but later, as 
he mucous membrance secretes more mucous, the cough Is associated 
with expectoration. 


Unless the inflammation Is aborted then this expectoration which Is 


'Irst mucous In character may become purulent (pus like). Usually there 
s a slight rise in temperature, and headache Is not uncommon. 


The preventive treatment Is to keep the resistance as high as pos- 


sible by correct diet arid other hygienic measures (correct diet undoubt- 


the most important), and if you catch a cold and it is severe, to go 
d. 
The treatment Is essentially what I gave you for colds (in last week's 


paper). Local spraying or swabbing of the nose and throat every three 
or four hours with a 5 to 10 percent solution of argyrol, is considered 
me of tlie best treatments for local [application, for the cold. The room 
n which the patient is confined should be sunny, and he should have 
all the fresh air possible. During the winter, the patient should have 
plenty of bed clbthes and the air in the room sh'ould be changed very

While It is not necessary to mini-

In France, much is being made 
of Germany's action as a condition 
of European peace. Indeed, French 
diplomacy would like the world to 
believe that on Germany's adhesion 
depends the success of farms

duction. Germany's absence from 
the league has accordingly been ex- 
ploited m Paris as justification for 
delay in the matter of disarmament 


It will be interesting to see what 


effect on France's attitude the ad- 
mission of 'the reich wjll have. At 
any rate, another excuse for hedg- 
ing- will have vanished. 


As everyone knows, however, Ger- 


many at present is not an exces- 
sively vital factor in European dis- 
armament. The armistice and the 
Versailllea treaty saw to that. Her 
navy did the harabirl act at Scapa 
Flow; and her army has been cut 
down to 100,000. In view of the fact 
that France possesses one of the 
two biggest armies on the contin- 
ent, French apprehensions as to a. 
military resurgence to the east of 
the Rhine are for the moment de- 
cidedly unimpressive. 


One of the real obstacles to dis- 


armament in Europe lies in France 
herself. Another, and 
perhaps a 
greater, Is to be found In soviet 
Russia. Europe cannot feel safe,

of the tornado 
the 


velocity continually Increases while 
the. radius continually decreases, so 
that when the Inblowing winds get 
near the center the centrifugal at 
length attains equality vMth 
the 


centripetal 
tendency. When that 


state of affairs Is reached, the wind 
blows in a circle around the cen- 
ter, to which It is unable to male 
any nearer approach. 


Thus there is formed, or at least 


tends to be formed, in the center 
of the tornado an 
empty 
tubular 


core, which acts like a chimney, up 
whose throat the air rushes, as It 
presses in from the bottom, where 
friction with the 
ground has re- 


tarded its whirling- motion.

A prominent Wall street banker 


has just had compiled results for

of these corporations as a whole 
showed a gain over 1924 of 30 per 
cent.

Treasured Because it is Su- 


pernatural Book, Says 


Lincoln Pastor. 
: 


"Have We a Right to Eras* the 


Supernatural from tHe Bible?" was 
the subject of Dr. S. S. Hilscher's 
sermcn at the Second Presbyterian 
church Sunday morning, the third 
of a scries on the interpretation of 
the Scriptures. He said, in part: 


"When Sir Waiter Scott was on 


his death bed he asked his atten- 
dant to read to him. 'From what 
book?' was the inquiry. 'From the 
Bible,' replied Sir Walter, 'there is 
only one book.' 
AVhen Hegel, the 


philosopher, approached his end he 
would have no other book read to 
h!m but the Bible. Lady Hope vis- 
ited Charles Darwki a short time 
before his death. 
She found him 


propped up in bed 
with 
a Bible 


opened before him, from which he 
was daily reading and of which he 
spoke to her with joy. 1 wonder 
why these great men turned to this 
book, and this only, as their feet 
were slipping over the brink. Well, 
let that rest for a moment. 


"We all know what is meant by 


the supernatural. 
AVhen we ask if 


we have a right to erase It from 
the Bible we assume 
that It is 


there 
This is a safe assumption. 


It meets us on the first page and 
it is still with us on the last. Sup- 
ernatural wisdom Is 'attributed to 
Its writers, supernatural events and 
deeds largely make, up its content, 
and supernatural 
characters 
flit 


acrops Its pages. The supernatural 
is so much m evidence that many 
devout souls treasure the Bible as 
a supernatural book. 


'"Have we a right to erase this 


supernatural from the.Bible? Many 
say that we have and with clever 
logic and rare show of scholarship 
they apply themselves tp the task, 
seeking to erase not only the gros- 
ser materialistic expressions of the 
supernatural, but 
often even the 


finer spiritualistic. Their inspiration 
for this effort goes back to the 
theory of religious evolution. They 
-say that in his development of re- 
ligious ideas man ingrnorantly in- 
terpreted as supernatural much that 
we now know to be natural. 
The 


next step is to assume that all the 
supernatural was arrived at In this 
way. The Bible writers were as 
guilty as others, and the duty of 
scholarship is to remove this from 
the Bible. This they proceed to do 
and present to us the Bible, not as 
it is, but as they 
think it ought 


to be. 


"By what right do they do this 


By the right of their theory, and 
that alone. 
We 
believe that a 


scientific treatment of the Bible 
and of history forbids this. 
We 


know that the Bible forbids it. We 
also know that the deeper passions 
and needs of the human soul for- 
bid it. 


"The natural Bible, that is, the 


Bible with the supernatural erased, 
leads us along life's way on earth 
only, the supernatural Bible makes 
life's journey touched with heaven 
at every footfall. The natural Bible 
shows us a human Jesus who en- 
ters a tomb that is closed after 
him with a great stone; the sup- 
ernatural Bible rolls 
away 
this 


stone and shows us the triumph of 
the resurrection. The natural Bible 
leads us into a blind alley where 
there is a grave; the supernatural 
Bible lifts us beyond this grave to 
the mansions in the Father's house. 


'Now I know why Scott, the poet- 


novelist, Hegel, the philosopher, and 
Darwin, the scientist, each tunned 
to this book as death drew near. 
Now I know why you don't want 
me to read to you ^from the Wav- 
erly novels or the Origin of Species 
of Philosophy of Hegel, but only 
from the Bible, when I enter your 
sick-chamber with its beckoning 
into the 'valley of the shadow.' Now 
I know why you want me to read 
only from the Bible when I stand 
with you as you lay your dead 
away. It Is because the Bible is a 
supernatural hook. 
To make it 


anything else Is to rob the heart of 
the hope and the comfort needed 
both in life 
and 
in 
death.

New Benefits By 


1926 Revenue Act 


Income taxes for the vyear 1925 


are not only less, in proportion to 
the income, thani for 1924, but ad- 
ditional benefits are afforded by the 
revenue act of 1926. Increases in 
exemptions, ajid other changes in 
revenue legislation, are of Immedi- 
ate interest to every taxpayer. 
The revenue act of 1926 requires 
that returns be filed by every single 
person whose met income foi 
\Z~.~* 


was $1.500 or more, or whose gross 
income was $5,000 or more, and by 
every married couple whose aggre- 
gate net income was $3,500 or more. 
Last year returns were required of 
married couples whose aggregate 
net income was $2,500 or more, and 
of single persons whose net income 
was $1,000 or more. Husband and 
wife, living together, may include 
the kicome of each in a single joint 
return, or each may file a separate 
return showing the income of each. 
Xet income is gross income less 
certain specified deductions for bus- 
iness expenses, losses, bad' debts, 
contributions, etc. 
The pe-iod for filing returns ends 
March 15, 1926. The return, accom- 
panied by at least one-fourth of the 
amount of tax due, must be filed 
with the collector of internal rev- 
enue for the district in which the 
taxpayer has his leg-al residence 
or has his principal place of bus- 
iness.
